1. REF PARA 5A: THE PHILIPPINES HAS A RATHER 
SOPHISTICATED NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT TRAINING PROGRAM. 
PRIMARY CONTROL IS BY THE INTEGRATED NATIONAL 

POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY WITH SOME EINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE FROM THE DANGEROUS DRUGS BOARD. THE 
PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY ANTI-NARCOTICS UNIT IS 
SUPERVISING THE DAY-TO-DAY COURSE ACTIVITIES. 

2. REF PARA 5B: THESE AGENCIES CONDUCT AN 
EIGHT- WEEK IN-DEPTH NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT 
INVESTIGATIVE COURSE AND IT IS SEPARATE AND 

APART PROM THE ORDINARY LAW ENFORCEMENT TRAINING 
PROGRAMS. IT IS A MEANINGPUL COURSE AND IS REQUIRED 
THAT ALL NARCOTICS INVESTIGATORS HAVE PARTICIPATED 
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AND SUCCESSFULLY GRADUATED FROM THIS COURSE PRIOR 
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TO ASSIGNMENT TO NARCOTICS INVESTIGATIVE UNITS. 

THE CURRICULUM WAS EORMULATED JOINTLY BETWEEN 
THE NOW DEFUNCT USAID NARCOTICS ADVISOR AND AT 
THAT TIME, THE NATIONAL POLICE COMMISSION TRAINING 
STALE. THE COURSE IS TWO MONTHS IN LENGTH, LOUR 
WEEKS BEING DEVOTED TO INTENSIVE CLASSROOM STUDY 
AND THE OTHER LOUR WEEKS CONSISTING OE OJT WITH 
THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY ANTI-NARCOTICS UNIT, 
WHICH HAS OVERALL SUPERVISION AND CONTROL OE 
NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT ACTIVITIES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
THIS COURSE IS AT THE NATIONAL LEVEL AND ALL 
LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES PARTICIPATING IN THE 
NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT PROGRAM ARE PROVIDED WITH 
THE NECESSARY TRAINING OPPORTUNITY IN THE 
NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT INVESTIGATIVE COURSE. THIS 
INCLUDES ALL NATIONAL AGENCIES AND THE LOCAL 
MUNICIPALITIES. ALL ACTIVE NARTOTICS INVESTIGATORS 
MUST HAVE COMPLETED THE TWO-MONTH NARCOTICS 
INVESTIGATIVE COURSE. ONE THOUSAND FIETY 
ACTIVE POLICE OFEICERS HAVE SUCCESSEULLY 
GRADUATED FROM THIS SCHOOL. 

3. REF PARA 5C: THE MAIN INTEGRATED NATIONAL 
POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY LOCATED IN MANILA PROPER 
AND TEN REGIONAL TRAINING ACADEMIES SCATTERED 
THROUGHOUT THE PHILIPPINES PROVIDE GENERAL LAW 
ENEORCEMENT TRAINING EOR THE APPROXIMATELY 40,000 
INTEGRATED NATIONAL POLICE OEFICERS. THESE 
TRAINING FACILITIES NOT ONLY PROVIDE THE BASIC 
RECRUITEE LAW ENEORCEMENT TRAINING, BUT ALSO 
PROVIDE SPECIALIZED TRAINING IN THE EIELD OE 
SUPERVISION, CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION, MANAGEMENT, 
AND ALL ASPECTS OF POLICE ADMINISTRATION. 

4. REE PARA 5D: THE INSTRUCTORS UTILIZED IN THE 
NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT INVESTIGATIVE COURSES HAVE 
BEEN TRAINED IN THE U.S. IN EITHER THE NOW DEEUNCT 
INTERNATIONAL POLICE ACADEMY OR THE DEA SCHOOLS IN 
WASHDC. IN ADDITION TO THE STATESIDE TRAINING, THIRTY 
OE THE MORE PROMISING INSTRUCTORS HAVE RECEIVED A 
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30-DAY INTENSIVE COURSE ON INSTRUCTOR TRAINING 
METHODS. THIS CURRICULUM WAS DEVISED BY US NAVY 
TRAINING CENTERPERSONNEL, SUBIC NAVAL BASE, THE 
INTEGRATED NATIONAL POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY 
PERSONNEL, AND THE USAID NARCOTICS ADVVSOR. THE 
CAPABILITIES OE THE INSTRUCTORS HAVE BEEN EVALUATED 
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CONTINUE SEVERAL DAYS LATER TO GUAM, WHERE IT 
WAS TO CONTINUE TO THE WEST COAST OF THE U.S. 

A BRITISH NATIONAL REPUTED MULTI-OUNCE HEROIN 
SMUGGLER WAS ARRESTED IN THE PHILIPPINES COMING 
IN EROM HONG KONG. HE WAS ARRESTED IN THE 
POSSESSION OE HEROIN AND MORPHINE AND WAS SUPPLYING 
THE DAUGHTER OF A PROMINENT RETIRED PHILIPPINE 
GENERAL. 

THE PAKISTANI AMBASSADOR'S COOK WAS ARRESTED AS 
HE SOLD HASHISH IMPORTED EROM PAKISTAN TO PHILIPPINE 
UNDERCOVER OFEICERS. 
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THE ARREST OF A FEMALE DEPENDENT WIFE OF A US SERVICE- 
MAN WAS EFFECTED AT MANILA INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INFORMATION REVEALED THAT SHE WAS IN THE PROCESS OF 
TRANSPORTING SEVERAL OUNCES OF HEROIN FROM HONG KONG 
FOR RESALE IN AND AROUND THE USAF CLARK AIR BASE. 

AN AMERICAN CITIZEN LONG-TIME RESIDENT OF 
THE PHILIPPINES WAS ARRESTED BY PHILIPPINE AUTHORITIES 
IN MANILA IN POSSESSION OF HEROIN. INTELLIGENCE 
INDICATES THIS INDIVIDUAL CAUSED THE SMUGGLING OF 
APPROXIMATELY FIVE POUNDS OF HEROIN FROM THAINLAND 
INTO THE PHILIPPINES IN LATE 1975. 

THESE ARRESTS PROBABLY WOULD NOT HAVE TAKEN PLACE IF 
IT HAD NOT BEEN FOR THE TRAINING THE OFFICERS HAD 
EXPERIENCED DURING THE PAST THREE YEARS. THE TRAINING 
NOT ONLY PROVIDES THEM WITH THE NECESSARY TOOLS TO 
COPE AND TO MAKE PROPER INVESTIGATIONS, BUT IT 
ALSO PROVIDES A VEHICLE FOR ALL MEMBERS OF 
VARIOUS NARCOTICS AGENCIES TO GROUP TOGETHER 
FOR A TWO-MONTH PERIOD ENABLING THEM TO 
BREAK DOWN INTER-AGENCY JEALOUSIES AND TO 
FORM PERSONAL RELATIONSHIPS, THUS PROVIDING A 
MUCH-NEEDED VEHICLE FOR EXCHANGE OF NARCOTICS 
INTELLIGENCE AND INFORMATION AMONG ALL AGENCIES 
INVOLVED IN NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT. 

7. REF PARA 5G: THE HOST COUNTRY HAS IN FACT 
ACCEPTED AND DEVELOPED ITS OWN NARCOTICS 
ENFORCEMENT TRAINING PROGRAM. THE BASIC 
TRAINING PROGRAM COMMENCED JANUARY 1973 AND 
HAS BEEN CONDUCTING THREE TO FOUR CLASSES PER 
YEAR SINCE, WHILE REVISING THE CURRICULUM 

AS NECESSARY AND DEVELOPING AND CONTINUING TO 
DEVELOP THE SKILLS OF THE INSTRUCTORS. 

8. REF PARA 5H: LIMITED FURTHER INSTRUCTOR 
DEVELOPMENT TRAINING IN THE U.S. WOULD BE OF 
VALUE TO THE HOST COUNTRY. THIS WOULD BE AN 
ADDITION TO THE THIRTY-DAY INSTRUCTOR TRAINING 
PROGRAM ALREADY GIVEN IN THE PHILIPPINES WITH 
THE HELP OF THE USN TRAINING STAFF. 
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9. REF PARA 51: THE HOST COUNTRY THROUGH THE 
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DANGEROUS DRUGS BOARD IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE 
INTEGRATED NATIONAL POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY 
HAS BEEN EXPLORING THE POSSIBILITY AND 
PROBABILITY OF TRAINING ASEAN NARCOTICS 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AT THE INTEGRATED NATIONAL 
POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY. THIS ALREADY HAS BEEN 
DONE ON A LIMITED SCALE DURING THE PAST TWO YEARS. 
FOUR INDONESIAN POLICE OFFICERS HAVE BEEN TRAINED 
IN THE EIGHT- WEEK NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT COURSE 
AND TWO GUAMANIAN POLICE OFFICERS WERE TRAINED 
IN THE COMPLIANCE COURSE GIVEN IN MANILA JOINTLY 
BY THE DEA COMPLIANCE INSTRUCTORS AND THE INTEGRATED 
NATIONAL POLICE TRAINING ACADEMY STAFF. 
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
